DFATII OF TUP; COYOTE. 


The Wily Mexican Bandit Surprised In 


Hta Camp and Slam with Eight 


of His Followers. 


LAMIMZOS, Mex., Sept. 18.—Captain 


Jose Maria Herera and seventy men of 
the Tenth Cavalry surrounded El Coyote 
and thirty of his banel Thursday at 3 p. 
m., while they were enjoying an after- 
noon pap at the Santa Domingo ranch. 
The horses were staked out, guns stacked 
and the bandits had their shoes oS, when 
tho soldiers 
ejuietly approached with 


drawn sweirds and begun the work of ex- 
termination. 
The 
btinelits were taken 


completely by surprise, but they made 
a desperate 
hand-to-hand fight, and 


twenty of them fought their way through 
the- ranks of the troops. 
Eight were 


killeel and three wounded. Among the 
killed were: 
» Colonel Jnan Rodriguez Martinez, bet- 
ter known as El Ceivote. 


Captain Miinuol 1'crez Vela. 
Lieutenant Paulino Clmverz. 
The troops lost one killed and one 


wounded. They captured fifteen horses, 
seventeen saddles ami twenty carbines. 
Captain He ram Is being heartily con- 
gratulated from all quarters for the splen- 
dlel results of his expedition. It is a mat- 
ter of general surprise that the wily Coy- 
ote, who has for so long a time been a, 
terror on the border, should have been 
caught napping. 


When the troops close din on the slum- 


bering band El Coyote was the first to 
awake, and spi inning from the ground he 
fairly hollowed with rage as he realized 
the temble position, lie fought like a 
demon and trie* to rally his men, but his 
great power and heicnlean form went 
donn, pieiceel by a elo/.en sabers, amidst 
the 
exultant yells of the 
I'ictorious 


troopers who were charged with the per- 
formance of that particular duty. 
The 


bodies of the eight bandits were burl ed 
wheie they fell.

A Pastor of Unblemished Charac- 


ter Charged with Making 


a Criminal Assault. 


He Boldly Faces His Accusers and Taket 


Prompt Measures to Prove His 


Innocence. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 18.—Eev. Abraham 


D. Martine was called to take charge ol 
the Dutch Reformed Church at Manias- 
sett four youns ago. 
The church la one 


ol the oldest and wealthiest on the north 
shore of Long Island, and the pastor's 
salary is $3,000 a year. Mr. Marline took 
his wife and child with him, and alter o 
temporary sojourn in a house In the vil- 
lage ol Manhaesett, went out to the old 
parsonage to live. The building is an 
old-fashioned two-story wooden cottage, 
and stands one hundred feet back from 
the main road to Port Washington. It ia 
jnst a'mile north of the church and no 
other houses are near by. A lawn with 
many trees surrounds it. Pastor Martine 
soon became popular. 
Many people, 


not members of his church nor regulat 
attendants at services, went to hear him 
preach. He was well liked, and people 
of nil denominations speak of him as a 
frank, honest, upright man. Late in Feb- 
ruary of this year Kmma Hatchings, a 
brown-haired girl, went to live In Pastor 
Marline's household as the only servant. 
She was then fourteen and a half years ol 
age, but looked much older. 
Her father, 


Gus 
Hutchingfl, 
sometimes 
attended 


services at the Dutch Reformed Church, 
and her mother and married sister have 
been members of the church lor years. 
The Hntchlngs family live on the Port 
Washington road, only half a mile from 
the parsonage. 
The pastor's 
family 


thought a good deal of her, and when she 
occasionally went home for a few hours 
she told her mother how well the iamily 
treated her. 
Early last May Mrs. Mar- 


line made a three weeks' visit to her re- 
latives In New Jersey. When she re- 
turned home there was nothing unusual 
about the household, and before the end 
of June she went with her husband on 
his vacation trip of one month. Emma 
Hutchings lived at home in tho meantime. 
Home time in June she visited her aunt, 
Mrs. 
Phoebe Hutchings, 
at 
Roslyn, 


live miles away. None of the Ilutchlngs 
family could remember the exact date 
yesterday. Emma told her aunt that on 
two nights while Mrs. Martine was away 
Mr. Marline had entered the room where 
she slept and assaulted her. 
When her 


aunt asked her why she had not told her 
mother, Emma said she was afraid. Mrs. 
Phojbe Hutchliic.s at once drove to Man- 
hassett, taking Rmina with her.

she told Gus" Hutchings and his wife 
what their child had confessed to her. 
For some reason or other the family 
took no steps towards having Pastor 
Martine arrested, hut whan he returned 
from his vacation ho heard many rumors 
about the girl's story. Tho clergyman 
had always borne an unblemished repu- 
tation.

Friends of Pas- 
tor Marline said yesterday that she con- 
tradicted herself several times on Impor- 
tant points. One member of the congre- 
gation said that Emma, at the last hear- 
ing, 
denied that Mr. Marline had assault- 


ed her, nnel declared that ho only attempt- 
ed to enter her room at night. It is ex- 
pected that the conslslory will make Its 
report to the congregation to-day. None 
ot the members would say positively yes- 
terday whether It would be favorable or 
unfavorable to the pastor. 
Still, from 


what many ol the congregation said on 
the subject, It Is safe to predict that the 
elders will dismiss tho charge. 
One 


thing Is certain, that the sjmpathy ot 
Manhassctt people Is largely w i t h the 
pastor. 
Gus Hutching told the reporter 


that he intended to bring criminal pro- 
ceedings against the pustor. 
On the 


other hand, friends of the accused e;lergy- 
maii say that ho Is seriously considering 
tlie propriety of bringing suit for libel 
against tlie Hutchings family for clrcu- 
laling the story. 
It Is certain that ever 


since Emma Ilutchlngs' confession has 
been m ide public, Pastor Martine has 
been Investigating her previous charac- 
ter. The Hutchins family are not wealthy 
or influential, but'they have always been 
honest and of good repute.
